Poincare today proclaimed the French 
government’s unalterable decision 
resolutely to stand for the complete 
execution of the Versailles Peace 
3 Treaty with the German debt at 152, 
000,000,000 gold marks as agreed upon 
by the allies at the London con- 
ference and against any international 
” financial committee to replace the 
\ Yeparation commission. 


M. Poincare said France had done 
with making concessions to Germany. 
She was tired of temporizing with 
that country. The premier’s strongly 


worded address, while carefully re- 
fraining from mentioning the speech 


of Stanley Baldwin, the British prime 

minister, in the house of commons, 

last week, is considered as the French 

government's preliminary answer fo 
\ the British position with regard to 
) the oceupation of the Ruhr. 


; Pleads Legal Right. 
M. Poincare chose for his pro-' 
» nouncement this town, which marks 
the farthest advance of the Germens 
and where the latter executed hos- 
tages, placed civilians in the line of 
-@ the French fire and burned part of 
the town in reprisal against alleged 
civil resistance. The premier based 
his conclusions on France's legal right 
P\ under the treaty “signed by 28 na- 
\ tions and which cannot be considered 
. ‘after four years as an antedeluvian 
fossil.” 

M. Poincare professed to have no 
hatred and no spirit for revenge for 
the devastation, the traces of which 
were visible from where he spoke. 
“We should like no longer to talk of 
devastation or to think of it,” he de- 
elared. “We should like to forget— 
even to forgive.” 

France, said M. Poincare, had bees 
no better treated in reparations than 
in the concessions wrung from ber} 
and the security denied her.

After Inclination to Sag 


New Orleans, La., July 15.—Up to 
the middle of last week the price of 
cotton was inclined to sag but in the 
last half of the week fairly strong 
upturns occurred, highest prices com- 
ing on the closing session. Here the 
ney crop positions were 82 to 92 
poimts-higher than the close of the 
preceeding week; at the lowest the list 
was 3Q to 52 points lower than the 
close of the preceding week. Closing 
prices were 32 points down to 48 
points up, net, Jyly showing a net 
loss at 26.60 cents a pound while the 
new crops were at net gains, Octo 
ber closing at 23.38, In the spot de- 
partment middling closed net un- 
changed at 27.63 cents a pound, 
which price compared with 22.50 on 
the close of this week last year. 

A favorable opinion of weather con- 
ditions over the belt, more or less 
uneasiness over political conditions 
abroad and the continued quiet of 
trade, were the main selling reasons, 
but after the middle of the week the 
drouth and high temperatures in the 
western section of the belt com- 


menced to dominate the market 
Many private reports claimed that 
over large areas of Texas the crop 
was deteriorating because of lack of 
moisture while many traders consid- 
ered maximum day temperature of 
around 100 against the best progress 
of the crop. Complaints of drouthy 
conditions were also heard from the 
eastern belt. 

On the closing session of the week, 
after making new high levels, the 
market reacted under rains in more 
northern portions of the belt and hope 
that the moisture would extend south- 
ward. Market circulars of the week- 
end played up the ‘opinion that 
weather conditions in the southwest 
would be the controlling factor of the 
coming week.

New York, July 15.—Extreme dull-

This steadier tone was appar- | 
ent in both stocks and cotton. 

Emphasis was also given to the re- 
assuring character of the _ British 
statement of reparations policy. Pre- 
mier Baldwin's speech had been await- 
ed with some apprehensions, rumors | 
having been Greulated to the effect | 
that aybreak in the entente was possi- 
ble. The speech itself was taken as | 
disposing of these rumors rather ef- | 
fectively.
